FOREIGN MINES. 
(Continued from page 22. 
BOLANOS MINING COMPANY. 


Bolanos, Oct. 4.—In handing you this report for the last month, I begin, 
as usual, with the mine of Cocina, where we have made but very little pro- 
gress, owing to the rise of water through the whole of the mines, the 
breakage of the piston rod-cap on the 6th ult., and also of the main bob on 
the 18th; the water has been high nearly all the month in the bottom of the 
shaft, and but little has been done, In the squaring of ground for flat-rods at 
bottom of perpendicular, that is nearly finished; in the Esperanza level 
north, owing to a little progress, we could not have expected any discovery. 
The rise, ninety-two varas north, is situated precisely the same as the ends, 
as the rise of water affected the two places at the same time; in the forty- 
six vara winze, the water had scareely been taken out from a stoppage before, 
when it flowed over again. In the 1}4 levels north of cross-cut, we have 
made but little progress, owing to the hardness of the ground. 

In Conejera, we have only been confined to the drivage in Esperanza 
level, south of shaft, which has also been hindered by the rise of the water. 

In San José, we} commenced to work the engine on the [5th ult., and on 
the 17th, the water was in fork to the bottom. of Santo Tomas level, where 
we have been clearing away the rubbish, fixing sollars, and on the 26th, 
resumed the driving of the level north, towards Conejera, and are now getting 
the sinking ready as fast as possible to provide for the sinking of the shaft ; 
in the mean while, we are getting as much as possible done towards the 
shaft, but we shall not wait if the lift is ready. We have also our main 
rods ready to be sent down, to complete the twelve-inch rods to as low as 
Santo Tomas level, as well to provide for the fixing plunger at that level, as 
fcr the drainage of the lift below. We have taken down the No. 3 whim, and 
shall make as much as we can of it available for the repairs of Zapopa whim, 
as that whim is in a very bad state. 

In Guadalupe, we have been changing, repairing, &c., as much of the pit- 
work, as occasion required, during the time they were making and fixing the 
new main bob, which is finished and doing well. 

In San Vincente, we have been nearly idle, with the exception of the draw- 
ing of the stuff from Zapopa, brought through the San Abran levels. 

In Zapopa, our works have been confined to repairing the shaft, as well in 
the perpendicular as in the diagonal, during the time that the water has been 
high in the bottom of the shaft and Esperanza level. In the No. 2 winze, 
changing timber. In the No. 3, sinking and holded to Esperanza level, and 
began a No. 4 winze about seventy-four varas south of shaft, to go down 
also on the Esperanza level. 

Our ores raised have been but a small quantity, and our discoveries could 
not have been expected—the progress being generally stopped by the rise of 
water, owing to the two accidents. 

Oct. 18.—On my return to this district, I was glad to find all the ma- 
chinery in good order, and almost every place in full work. The ores we 
are now raising, about 100 cargas a week, are principally from Coneina and 
Conessera ; but by the end of this month, I expect we shall have another 
100 cargas from Zapopa. The leys for the present are low, but lately have 
been improving ; and the Azoguero is by degrees finding out the proper way 
of treating them. The time required for the process is about nine days, and 
the consumption of magistral somewhat the same as in Veta Grande, but the 
loss of quicksilver is greater, varying from twenty to twenty-four ounces per 
mare. find, however, the same quality of ores in former times had nearly 
the same loss—owing, perhaps, to the small grains of lead contained in the 
ores, and which cannot be mechanically separated. A full account of the 
hacienda will be sent by the next packet, when I hope I shall be able to give 
you a more satisfactory account of thé works. 

The profits of last quarter in Veta Grande, I am sorry to inform you, were 
very low—scarcely amounting to 150 mill dollars; this was owing to the 
heavy expenses of that district, and to the circumstance of the ores raised 
in the upper works of Gallega producing very little fourths, and scarcely any 
smelting ores. Forage, timber, and quicksilver, kept very high prices, and 
the loss upon the latter was greater than in former times; the cousumption 
of magistral has also increased considerably ; I regret very much this oc- 
currence, as I reckoned that the third quarter of this year would have been 
the best ; the profits of twelve months will be, of course, under what I cal- 
culatd at the beginning of the year. From Mr. Schuchardt’s statement, 
you will see that the greatest proportion of ores was raised from the new 
labores, having done in the pillars very little, which I was anxious to keep 
untouched until all the documents relative to that business should be in my 
possession, which I have obtained in my last visit to Veta Grande. I have 
in consequence given orders to work out some of the less important ones, in 
hopes that we may obtain smelting ores, which would prevent our produce 
falling off too much. 

I am very sorry I was not able to give you before now an account of the 
state of the mines of Pozo Rico, of the capitals invested, and works carried 
on in the same. 

The enclosed quarterly accounts from Nos. 1 to 6 will show how the total 
amount of £26,741 34 reals, has been disposed of from the day we received 
the mines to the last week in September. From this amount, we have to 
deduct 8206 53, net value of silver produced from two small parcels of ore, 
beneficiated—leaving 426,534 64, the real amount of capital invested. The 
repartition of this sum among the shareholders, I shall not be able to make 
out until I settle my accounts with Mr. Barrio, who, as you know, has a 
share in the mine. 

The shaft of San Martias, as I have had the honour to inform you, was 
began by the owners, and sunk to two or three varas below the San Martias 
level, by driving which they discovered ores in some respect similar to those 
of Gallega, the vein wide, mnd the Gang soft quartz, and favourable for 
driving—circumstances which, in addition to others, induced me to work this 
mine. When we received it, there was very little ore to be seen, and as in 
continuing the said level the vein was getting rather hard, we preferred 
driving the cross-cut A to the S., to examine the other vein, which we found 
more favourable, and cuntinuing the level upon the same, we discovered 
small branches of ore until we got into the old workings; nor did we think 
proper at the time to sink in the bottom of this level, fearing that the water 














In sinking the shaft, we continued cutting very small 8 of ores w 
crossed it, with an underlay, to the north, mardi arene iy oben. 
suppose that they formed parts of the vein No. 1, at the depth of about sixty 
varas : we began our cross-cuts north and south, which we carried to a greater 
distance than we calculated would be required for cutting the vein, without 
making any discovery. Upon driving west of the shaft at the same depth of 
the cross-cuts, we found some very small branches of ore, and we soon 
became persuaded, that although the shaft is perpendicular, is not yet gone 
out of the vein; we intend following this level in order to examine it, and at 
the same time we shall sink two winzes, one in each vein, at the San Martias’ 
level, in order better to ascertain their underlay, and likewise how the southern 
vein is lost, as I have no doubt that it has been heavied by some of the slides 

which are common in this part. s

T aedass Wuisties.— Every engine now running on the Leeds and 
Selby and Greenwich railroads, are provided with one of these whistles, 
the sound of which cannot be mistaken by any one who has once heard 
them. ‘They have also been for some time past on the Liverpool rail- 
way. The importance of such a means of alarm, especially at night or in 
foggy weather, will not, it is to be hoped, be overlooked by the directors 
of those railroads now in progress in this country. 

Locomotive EnoGines.—These engines appear to be attracting con- 
siderable attention in Russia. A letter from St. Petersburgh, dated the 
2lst of November, says :—‘‘ The first iron railroadin Russia was opened 
on the 18th. The travelling steam-engine, built by Mr. Hackworth, of 
New Shildon, having got finished, was prepared for the occasion, but was 
not permitted to commence until religiously consecrated. At eleven 
o’clock A.M., a friar with his attendants made their appearance at the 
station from which the train was to start, bringing with them a table, three 
wax candles, a dish full of holy-water, and a golden cross. After being 
clothed with their priestly garments, they began to chaunt, and the 
priests crossed themselves and various parts of the engine, then took the 
birch and threw the holy water on the engine and the crowd of spectators 
which had assembled to witness the scene. The chief priest then prayed 
that the emperor and family might be preserved, and that the engine 
might be fortunate and do much good ; this, after pronouncing the bene- 
diction, concluded the ceremony, which lasted about three quarters of .an 
hour. The candles were then removed, and the engine commenced with 
a train of carriages, and proceeded from Paulowsk to Kowzmino and 
back, much to the’satisfaction of the spectators, and the grand duke, 
who rode on the train during the journey. The emperor’s attention was 
attracted by the magnificent appearance of the iron horse. He, address- 
ing himself in English, said, ‘It is the finest I ever saw.’ The emperor 
appeared much gratified with the success which had attended their first 
attempt at this new mode of conveyance.” 

New Anti-Mepuitic Apparatus.—A M. Vasseur has submitted 
to the French Academy of Sciences an apparatus for the use of those who 
are obliged to encounter foul air, either in its or wells, or at fires, and 
which. he believes to be superior to all hitherto invented. Its advantages, 
he says, are, that the wearer can work the apparatus himself, that by 
listening at the external opening of the pipe, those without can _ immedi- 
ately tell if any accident has happened to the person within, and it may be 
put. on. or thrown off in half a minute.

There is an evident disposition on the part of the public for an advance 
in the funds, and the Bears have severely felt the late fluctuations, whose 











It is by no means difficult to discover the 
cause of these periodical fluctuations—they arise from the im- 
mense accumulation of wealth, which, in this great commercial 
country, is at all times going on, and which occasionally reaches a 
point where profitable investment, in the ordinary channels, can no 
longer be found. The reign of enterprise and speculation then | 
begins, and every scheme which has outward plausibility to recom- 
mend it, is eagerly embraced, either by parties deluded themselves, 
or (which is, perhaps, more frequently the case) by those who hope 
to profit by the delusion of others. ? 

In this state of things, Mining—that lottery which has presented 
so many splendid prizes to the successful adventurer, is always 
brought prominently forward. The mist and obscurity in which 
the subject is enveloped—the total ignorance of all, except those 
professionally engaged—the “ glorious uncertainty ” which attends 
it—the possibility of early and magnificent results—all tend alike 
to captivate the public mind, and to draw an extraordinary amount 
of capital to this branch of enterprise. 

It thus happens that Mining, and mineral produce generally, are 
subject to great periodical fluctuations, but it is chiefly in the iron- 
trade that the extremes of this fluctuation are felt. In periods of 
great commercial prosperity every project which is started requires 
the use of this metal—an increased demand arises, and, conse- 
quently, a rapid advance of price takes place. In a country like 
our own, abounding with the raw materials of the iron manufac- 
ture—and no less so with the capital requisite for their conversion 
—it is not long before this increased demand is fully supplied— 
blast-furnaces rise in all directions in our iron districts—unusual 
activity prevails in every department, and in the course of a few 








operations in ‘“ floundering,’’ and one or two failures, have also tended to 
the rise. 

In the Foreign Market,” the business has been of an extended nature. 
The prices of Spanish Bonds have varied between 245 and 27%, the 
last price quoted being 26%. Portuguese, which were done on Saturday 
at 47, have touched 52, but have since declined to 50. 

In Shares, some inquiries have been made, and an improvement is ap- 
parent, although the operations in the market are unimportant. Some of
